SWEDISH VOLUNTARY 
HELP FOR NEEDY

Not, an inconsiderable number of Sweden's 
male adult population is now called up for 
the guarding of that country's neutrality on 
land, sea and in the air The monetary 
recompense for their arduous work is gener- 
ally, as in all other countries, of a modest 
character, although the State has naturally 
done its best to give then: all the economic 
support that has been possible. 

th order to lighten the economic anxieties 
for the familics of the men called up for 
extra military service, initiative has now 
been taken in several quarters to raise volun- 
tary funds on behalf of those who need help. 
Such a fund was recently created through 
the initiative and intermediary of the 
Swedish Broadcasting Corporation, Radiot- 
janst, which, on the 27th of November, 
mohilised an array of Sweden’s most pro- 
minent artists for a two-hour soirée, which 

was broadacst over all Swedish stations. At 
the same time it issued an appeal to the 
listeners of the programme that all of them 
who could do so should seud to the Broad- 
casting Company an amount corresponding to 
an ordinary theatre or concert ticket. 

They had not to wait for response. The 

Bees as well as the programme, evidently 
i t with the greatest sympathy and recogni- 
tion on the part of the public, who already 
the same evening via telephone and telegrap 
announced contributions totalling over 100,000 
kroner (£6,000). Two days later the 
fund had risen to 160,000 kroner ((£10,000), 
and further amounts are expected.

Other measures are also being taken to 
brighten the lot of the protectors of Sweden’s 
frontiers. For instance, the Radiotjanst is 
starting to broadcast a special programme for 
the men on military duty every week, and 
the Riksdag has allocated extra funds for 
additional purchase of radio and film appa- 
tatus for the use of the troops.

Min ing in Ulster 


A Belfast correspondent writes: 

I spent last week-end mining, and the 
fine samples of copper, lead and iron ores 
which I brought home from the Sperrin 
Mountains can testify my success to any- 
body, however sceptical. 

My companion was that brilliant 
farmer-geologist whom many Ulster 
scholars know as ' GG. B. M‘Keown,’’ but 
who is to me, as to all the friends of his 
native neighbourhood, ‘‘ Wee Geordie’’—a 
name which clings, though the need of the 
prefix is gone since the death of his 
father, that robust teller of fanciful tales, 
““ Big Geordie.’”’ : 

Armed with picks, sledges, crowbars and 
shovels,- we set out for the mountain glen 
where “ Geordie’’ had detected indica- 
tions of copper ore. For four hours we 
hewed at the unwielding rock and then 
we made our “ strike ’’—a piece of rock 
glittering with the greenish-gold of native 
copper rolled into the stream at our, feet. 
As we opened the chink in that formid- 
able wall of rock we uncovered a vein of 
copper widening from fifteen to twenty- 
five inches. Deepening dusk found us 
still hard at work, and sent us home 
weary, but triumphant, with our pockets 
bulging with ‘‘ specimens,’’ and our heads 
with ideas. 


. Lead on Slieve Gallion 


Next day we tackled the lead in another 
glen half a mile distant, and soon we were 
washing and examining lumps of white 
quartz and the thick streaks of silvery 
lead that ran through them, 

On our way home I mentioned lead, 
and almost before I knew it I was speed- 
ing by car to the slopes of Slieve Gallion, 
where a shaft was sunk during the Great 
War to raise the iron ore which is there 
is abundance. The remains of an old 
boiler used in connection with the 
abandoned work led us direct to the 
‘* mine,” and my heart sank. i 

We had been finding copper and lead in 

>veins inches wide, but here was solid iron 
ore six feet thick in the vein exposed on 
the face of the mountain!

Demonstrations of power-farming were held 
esterday, and óofilinúe to-day, at 
éewlands, Clondalkin, County Dublin, on the 
lands of Mr. J. Dowling. The demonstration 
is being ‘held by | Autocars (Ireland), Ltd., 
who are Compnpiveting the performance of 
ploughs, harrows, cultivators, and Fordson 
tractors. A large number of farmers visited 
Newlands yesterday to see these ploughs in 
action, while to-day the Minister for Agri- 


culture, with officials of his Department, will 


pay a visit. The two types of Fordson tractors 
demonstrated are the ‘‘Land Utility 
Tractor,” 
engine, costing £195, and the “ Fordson 
Tractor,” fitted with either spade lugs or 
cleats. The latter machine costs £150 with 
cleats, and £155 with spade lugs. 

These tractors, although comparatively 
cheap to buy, provide the. power for the 
heaviest jobs on the average farm. The 
Fordson will operate a full-sized tractor 
binder, or a thresher. It will plough at 
maximum depth in the heaviest land. Sub- 
soiling, mole-draining, stump grubbing. and 
timber snaking can all be done with this 
tractor.

Within less than a month of 
the declaration of hostilities between 
Germany and the Allies Herr Hitler 
himself made a peace “' offer” to Great 
Britain and France. Thereafter hardly a 
week has passed without some fairly cir- 
cumstantial story of peace moves behind 
the scenes—now in Belgium or Holland, 
now in the Vatican, now in Washington. 
Influential circles in England and France 
are said to be sypporting these moves, 
while almost before a shot had been fired 
in anger by either side the existence of a 
peace party in Germany, under the 
leadership of Field-Marshal Goering, was 
reported. Naturally, all these stories are 
accepted with the utmost reserve by any- 
body who has any knowledge of inter- 
national affairs. They are part and parcel 
of the technique of modern propaganda, 
an art in the practice of which a certain 
Dr. Josef Goebbels is particularly pro- 
ficient, and even during the last war the 
dissemination of peace rumours was used 
as a means to undermine belligerent 
moral. Nevertheless, sooner or later peace 
will be restored to a shattered world, and 
every reasonable proposa] ought to be 
examined at least with care: For that 
reason we are interested in the. latest 
report, which has been broadcast from the 
United States, of a six-point peace plan 
which is supposed to emanate from Ger- 
many. It is believed to have been drawn 
up by Field-Marshal Goering and his 
immediate associates, and to have received 
the nihil obstat of the Fuechrer himself. 
Details of this alleged plan reached the 
United States by way of Sweden, and it 
is quite possible that the whole story may 
be just as baseless as any of the other 
rumours that have been flying about since 
last September.

” Waspish Notes”

A statement of some kind has 
been anticipated for the last few days, and 
nobody can find fault with the informal 
arrangement that has been made. In fact, 
its very informality is its greatest virtue.

States Government made a stern protest 
against Great Britain’s Order-in-Council, 
by right of which His Majesty’s Govern-

According to legal authorities in Great 
Britain, the Order-in-Council was quite 
within the Government’s rights under 
international law; but it was hardly to be 
expected that the neutrals would welcome 
this point of view. The decision to seize 
all German exports was a fairly drastic 
action, but from the British standpoint 
it was logical enough. As part of their 
policy to starve Great Britain, the 
Germans had decided a month before, and 
without the slightest warning, to strew 
magnetic mines along the trade routes; 
but, while the magnetic mine was directed 
primarily against Great Britain, the mine 
itself does not differentiate between the 
nationalities of its victims, and many |

Rationing of butcher’s meat’ will be 
introduced in Britain on Main, Mare 
11, Mr. W. 8. Morrison, Food Minister, 
told. the House of Commons yesterday. 

At first the rationing will be 1s. 10d. 
worth of meat per week for each person 
over six years old, and half that amount 
for children under six. 

A large proportion of the meat EE sore 
available íor civil consumption was hoine- 

roduced. The amount coming on the 
market varied considerably from week to 
week. He intended, therefore, to keep the 
supply situation under constant review, 
and to modify the ration from time to 
time according to circumstances. 

“For the initial period,” said Mr. 
Morrison, “ restaurants, industrial school 
and other canteens, feeding centres, and 
all other forms of catering establishments 
will be permitted to serve meat meals free 
of the coupon, but I shall be obliged to 
restrict the supply to them of all kinds 
of butcher’s meat to a proportion of their 
normal req ents.

Gutted

Pike destroyed the clothing factory 

of Messrs. Philip Baker and Co., 
Ltd,, Jamestown road, Inchicore, 
Dublin, last. night, and about 200 
people will be disemployed as a 
result.” The factory, which covers an 
area of about 2,500 square yards, was 
completely gutted, and only the 
cement walls were left standing. The 
hoses of the Fire Brigade were of 
| fire spread very 
rapidly, and had enveloped the whole 
factory by the time the firemen 
arrived. 

Millions of yards of suiting, lining and 
trimmings were in the storerooms and 
were all destroyed. while not one of the 
cutting, pressing or sewing machines was 


‘Lleft standing after the fire. 


The fire seems to have started in the 
neighbourhood of the women’s cloakroom, 
at one corner of the building, and to have 
spread along one side before enveloping 
the rest of the factory. “ Nothing was 
saved, except a van, which was pushed 
out of a shed by the storekeeper, Mr. E. 
Isaacson. 

Considerable anxiety was caused for a 
time by the danger to the electrical power 
lines to the factory, which were likely to 
be burned through. At the request of the 
fire brigade, the fuses to the lines were 
removed by Electricity Supply Board 
employés. 

Mr. Isaacson, the storekeeper, said that 
he was at the front door of his house, 
beside the factory, at about 10 p.m., when 
he noticed a light at one corner of the 
factory building near the women’s cloak- 
room. It looked like a candle light, and 
he investigated and found that part of 
the factory was burning. As he dis- 
covered the fire it had started to spread, 
and he managed to push the van outside 
before the flames. reached it. 

He then fan to the office to "phone the 
fire brigade. The door was locked, and 
he had to break in to get at the telephone. 


FACTORY ENVELOPED 


By the time he had made the call the 
fire had spread almost all over the whole 
factory, and Mr. Isaacson found it impos- 
sible to do anything to save books or other 
property in the office. 

Three lines of hose were laid, one of 
them being used to pump water from the 
Grand Canal, which is several hundred 
yards from the factory; but the hoses 
could not save any of the machinery or 
cloth in the factory, the whole of which 
was ablaze by that time. 

_ People who vers. pare and who live 
in the neighbour said that, as the fire 
spread, they could hear loud cracking 
sounds as the partitions, the asbestos roof 
and glass in the windows crumpled in the

A large crowd of people collected in the 
road near the factory, and extra Civic 
Guards were sent to the scene to keep 
them from the immediate vicinity of the 


e, 

The factory stood in a plot of ground 
away Írom the houses in the street, the 
nearest house being about ten yards from 
it. The fire was fanned by a fresh breeze, 
which blew the sparks and burning pieces 
of wood from the eaves away from the 
nearest houses. 

After several hours the fire was out, and 
only the shell of the factory remained.

Italian Arms and ’Planes 
Pass Through France

FALAN arms and war ’planes, recently stopped by Germany in transit 
to the Finns, are now passing through France, en route for Finland. 


At the same time the French Radical Socialist Party, of which 
M. Daladier, the Premier, isleader, yesterday urged the French 
Government to take steps to help Finland, while Sir Victor 
Warrender revealed in the British House of Commons that the 
Finnish Legation in London is supervising an organisation for the 
purpose of enabling volunteers to offer their services to Finland. 


Although the Finns have not yet announced officially their latest 
annihilation of a whole Russian division, it was reported from Stockholm 
that their patrols were rounding up all that remained of the 18th Soviet 
Division at Kitela, north-east of Lake Ladoga. 


It is also claimed tat the Russians suffered heavy losses in fresh 


assaults on the Mannerheim Line ina battle which lasted all Monday. 


From Stockholm it is reported that Russian bombers attacked 
the 701-ton Swedish steamer, Wirgo, on Monday, but the crew 
fled over the ice, and there were no casualties.

Stealing through forests and over 
rocky ground, Finnish patrols are 
to-night rounding up all that remains 
of the 18th Russian Division, which 
is surrounded at Kitela, north-east of 
Lake La@oga.

ing week, won at Cork Park. It was said 
after his win at Cork that there had never 
been such a horse seen. Captain Gubbing 
was able to sell him for 2,500 guineas,’ which 
was an almost unheard oé price in Ireland 


in those days for a young steeplechase horse. 


A Grand National Winner 


Captain Gubbins, who died in 1879, at the 
early age of 41, left behind him a three-year- 
old, by Xenophone out of Lena Rivers, and 
that was the horse that became known as 
Seaman and won the Grand National of 1862 |
